EVERY COUNTRY has its In­ 
dependence Day, its day of deliv­ 
erance. or some festival time 
which it celebrates with speeches 
—usually—songs, or both. 
The psalms allotted to our les­ 
son today are songs to be sung 
by the Israelites at times of na­ 
tional festivity. They are hymns 
of thanksgiving and joy for de­ 
liverance from some great calam­ 
ity—for victory in battle, libera­ 
tion from bondage, etc. The Jews 
also gave thanksgiving for the 
Lord’s help all through their his­ 
tory—as reviewed in psalms 105- 
107. 
Psalm 
105 
begins. "Oh give 
thanks unto Jehovah, call upon 
His name; make known His deeds 
among the people. 
“Sing unto Him. sing psalms 
unto Him; 
talk ye of all His 
wondrous works. Glory ye in His 
holy name; let the heart of them 
rejoice that seek the Lord.” 
Then the psalm recount* the 
“wondrous works that He hath 
done"--from the beginning of Is­ 
rael aa a nation—from the call of 
Abraham, about 1900 B. C.. down 
to the entrance into the promised 
land under Joshua, about 1400 
B C. 
It recalls the sale of Joseph to 
the Egyptians, hi* imprisonment 
and release: 
his 
promotion to 
lord of the House of his master 
and “ruler over all his substance.” 
“Israel also came to Egypt, and 
Jacob sojourned in the land of 
Ham.” 
Psalm 106 is a psalm of peni­ 
tential confession; the sins of Is­ 
rael are recounted and then the 
mighty acts of Jehovah for which 
they should render obedience and 
thanksgiving. 
The 113th to the 118th psalm* 
—included in our I e a s o n—are 
called 
the Hallel. 
This word 
means “praise.” The whole book 
of psalm* it one of praise and 
thanksgiving 
This 
series 
of 
psalms, however, is meant to be 
sung on festival occasions—pub­ 
lic praise, “sung in circumstances 
of joyous solemnity in the temple 
courts, at the three great feasts 
^-Passover. Pentecost and Tab­ 
ernacles—when all the men of 
Israel had to appear before the 
Lord." Thia is quoted from Da­ 
vid Baron * bibliography. 
The 
same 
authority 
write*. 


"According to the old rabbis, the 
Hallel celebrated the praises of 
God 
in 
connection 
with 
five 
things—the 
deliverance 
f r o m 
Egypt; the dividing of the Red 
Sea; giving of the law; resurrec­ 
tion from the dead; and the lot 
of the Messiah.” 
Mr. Baron tells us, too, that 
in connection with the Paschal 
supper, the Hallel used to be di­ 
vided into two parts: the first 
half consisted of the first two of 
the series, either sung or recited 
in an early part of the service. 
You remember when the Lord 
Jesus kept the Passover in that 
upper room, on the night before 
His trial and 
crucifixion, 
He 
turned the ritual from the deliv­ 
erance from bondage into ft me­ 
morial for the spilling of His own 
blood for the sins of the world. 
The Hallel is full of praise, and 
was turned by the throng of 
Levites and Israelites in the tem­ 
ple courts to one continuous hal­ 
lelujah. The people would repeat 
the whole of the first line of the 
psalms after the Levitea, and then 
respond with a hallelujah after 
earn or the auoaequent lines, sic. 
The 
113th 
psalm 
b e g i n s : 
“Praise ye the Lord. Praise, O ye 
servant* of the Lord, praise the 
name of the Lord. 
Blessed be the name of the 
Lord from this time forth and for 
evermore. 
From the rising of the sun 
unto the going down of the same 
the Lord s name be praised. 
The Lord is high above all na­ 
tions. and His glory above the 
heavens. 
“Who is like unto the Lord our 
God. who dwelleth on high, 
“Who humbleth Himself to be­ 
hold the things that are in heav­ 
en. and in the earth! 
“He raiseth up the poor out of 
the dust, and hfteth the needy 
out of the dunghill; That He may 
aet him with prince*, even the 
princes of His people." 
To make the children see this 
great pageant in their minds and 
to feel the joy and thanksgiving 
expressed in these psalms, is an 
inspiring thing for a teacher. 
This is the lesson taught today 
—the happiness in store for those 
who live the Christian life, as ex­ 
pressed in the psalms. Thia also 
should be impressed upon tbs, 
children.

A wholesale 
attack against Labor achievements would 
drive a wav many hesitant voters. 


FAT FOLKS A N D FOOD 
FAT PEOPLE should not generally be 
accused of gluttony, according to a Chicago 
gland expert, Dr. James H. Hutton. 
Granted that many 
overweight persons 
have big appetites, the reason back of their 
desire for food should be sought for, claims 
the doctor. After studying many patients, 
Dr. Hutton has come to the conclusion that 
obesity often follows infections, pregnancy, 
operations or injuries which might have af­ 
fected the functioning of the p i t u i t a r y 
glands. 
Many men and women who are strug­ 
gling along on a starvation regimen will be 
glad to infer from this that here may some­ 
day be a safe medical way to reduce the 
appetite instead of the diet. 


PRO-NAZI G ER M A N S 
THE discouraging opinion that the Nazis 
were all right if only they had been smarter 
seems to be held by the majority of Ger­ 
mans in the American zone, according to 
the report of the United States military 
government. There is little sign of repent­ 
ance for the evil that they did under Hitler. 
All the Germans can think of. apparently, 
is that under Hitler they lived on the prof­ 
its of robbing and starving the conquered 
nations of Europe. “It was better under the 
Nazis,” they say. The only objection to 
their rule was that they failed; the immor­ 
ality cf it counts for nothing. 


Hitler’s most lasting monument may be 
his perversion of a once noble nation. 


maintaining prosperity without resorting 
to socialistic devices. The essence of it is 
the attainment of a national income of 
$300,000,000,000 in hard money, by 1954, 
without increasing our dependences on 
government. 
Certain facts of life have to be recogniz­ 
ed even by those who totally disagree with 
the socialism of the New Deal. One of them 
that stares at us harshly is that the Ameri­ 
can people will never accept a program 
which does not assure them that in bad 
times the common wealth of the nation will 
be used to alleviate the misfortunes of mil­ 
lions of people. Whether it is right or 
wrong, the votes of the people on election 
day have determined and will continue to 
insist that the burden of depressions must 
fall on the government (which means eco­ 
nomically the whole people) and not upon a 
residual 10,000.000 men and women. 
Therefore, the approach to our economic 
problems must be to eliminate depressions. 
For we can see from the experience since 
1933 that the next major depression in the 
United States will lead to a sufficient na­ 
tionalization of the means of production as 
to imperil our way of life, not only econo­ 
mically, but politically and socially. 
Those who continue to believe in private 
enterprise dare not permit the “programiz- 
ing” of the battle against depression to fall 
to the bureaucrats, labor leaders and poli­ 
ticians, who force on us astonishingly wild 
improvisations which are tried to our detri­ 
ment. The businessman needs hardhead­ 
edly to face the conditions of our life and to 
think out what can be done. This, Lewis 
Rosenstiel has tried to do, and while many 
may not accept his plan, none can say that 
it is not worth analysis and study.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Help for Migraine Headache 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 


MIGRAINE has often been de­ 
scribed as th# most terrible of 
headaches. However this may be, 
it is certainly one of the most 
bisarre. Preceded on occasion by 
mental confusion, often by flashes 
of light before the eyes and other 
disturbances of vision, the attacks 
are frequently so severe as to put 
the patient in bed. 
The headache itself Is usually 
limited to one side of the head and 
may be accompanied by sickness 
at the stomach and vomiting. 
Many remedies have been sug- 
rested for relieving the acute at­ 
tack; few have been auccessful in 
all cases. 


This treatment has been tried out 
on a group of 15 patients. Enough 
nicotinic acid was given by injec­ 
tion into a vein to produce a flush 
that lasted a minimum of 15 min­ 
ute 
It was found that this treat­ 
ment relieved the headaches in 13 
of the 15 patients. 
A total of SI treatm ents with the 
nicotinic acid was given to the 15 
patients, that is, it was used in sev­ 
eral instances in each case. In 27 
of the SI instances the headache 
disappeared. In three cases the mi­ 
graine. although not cured, was im­ 
proved sufficiently so that it was 
felt that the nicotinic acid could b# 
employed with advantage in future 
attacks. In two cases the headache 
disappeared but returned within 
two hours, and when the treatm ent 
w;,« repeated in one case it was not 
effective. 


Type of Treatment 
One type of treatm ent consists 
in the use of a preparation known 
as ergotamine tartrate which can be ■

Somewhere around 1940 he won a Pulitzer prize for exposing the 
crooked activities of a Judge named Martin Manton. New'spar^—-ten 
never are inclined to pay much attention to Pulitzer prizes 
Crookedness used to intrigue and outrage Burt. When he was 
detailed to investigate thieves and try to bring them to Justice, he 
did it wdth a fine and cold thoroughness.

juvenile court, bom In Chicago 50 
years ago, com es of age this sum­ 
mer marking its golden anniver­ 
sary. 
Started aa a shelter and a serv­ 
ice to sm all children caught up In 
the maze of Big C ity tragedy and 
crim e, the juvenile court has stood 
a s a p attern throughout the nation 
an d the w orld in the field of de­ 
linquency care.

demands that

trade

nondiscriminatory 
basis, to move toward balanced 
budgets, as well as to restore 
convertibility of currencies. All 
trade agreements should be re­ 
negotiated following any adjust­ 
ment

rates. 
An 
agreement which was fair when 
negotiated may be m ade dis­ 
criminatory by a change of the 
exchange rates. 
‘‘The greatest care should be 
exercised by our government to 
prevent f o r e i g n

world—from dumping goods on 
world markets, thereby circum ­ 
venting the 
basic principle of 
trade agreement*.”

CRAWFORD 
Central Press Correspondent 
WASHINGTON—A laska’s new­ 
est “pot of gold” is the discovery 
th at rivers of the vast territory 
could produce 50 billion kilowatt 
hours 
of electric energy 
every 
year. 
This would give 10,000,000 peo­ 
ple more than twice as much elec­ 
tric power as you and I now have 
available in 
the United 
States. 
A laskas rivers are so abundantly 
supplied with power sites th at re­ 
m otest regions could be provided 
with electric power. 
These 
conclusions 
have 
been 
reached by Department of the In­ 
terior experts investigating poten­ 
tialities of developing and using 
water and 
related resources of 
Alaska. They have worked under 
a reclamation act passed a year 
ago to provide Congress with In­ 
formation as a basis for future 
legislation. 
In one of the most comprehen­ 
sive and significant reports ever 
prepared 
on 
Alaska’s 
resources 
and future potentialities, the In­ 
terior departm ent has provided in­ 
formation 
which 
the 
American 
people should know so they will 
demand that Congress take appro­ 
priate action. 
A laska’s rich and undeveloped 
resources have a new importance 
in a world that has exhausted so 
many of its resources in war that 
it is now turning to the unde­ 
veloped regiona 
When Russia sold Alaska to the 
United States in 1867, the Rus­ 
sians had stripped the area of its 
rich fur resources and believed it 
was 
virtually 
worthless. 
They 
may have felt the 57,200,000 we 
paid them was a bargain.

AMERICANS, however, h a v e 
been amazingly slow to appreciate 
the economic value and strategic 
importance of Alaska. Our armed 
forces were shocked into realizing 
the error of their apathy when the 
Japanese seized the A l e u t i a n 
islands in World W ar IL It will 
be unfortunate if we have to un­ 
dergo a similar rude awakening 
before we realize A laska’s eco­ 
nomic importance. 
Numerous settlers have gone to 
the territory since the war. Many 
are veterans who realized the busi­ 
ness. farm, or professional poten­ 
tialities of the area while stationed 
there during the war.
